which members of Iwth universities shook hands across a 
round tabic at a conference held under the aegis of the Stud- 
ents* Council of the University of Montreal, both parties 
acTccins to patch up their differences, pledging themselves 
to friendship which Mill be synbolised in the ancient cere- 
mony of "buryins the bercl" on H-c JtcGiil Campus by the 
Students of the I'nivcrsily of >ionivo;il and Mctiill Students 
together with a monster parade in which both Universities 
>nll join on the eve of the annual hockey cbssic. 

The termination of trouble came only after a ionulby 
discussion held at the hcadquartCT^; of the Students' So- 
ciety of the University of Montreal between four members 
of the McRiij Student body headed by .lohn Nolan, rresident 
of the Mctiiil Students' Society, and on the part of the Tni- 
vcrsity of .Montreal by their Students' Council. Surrounded 
by ramcias and newspapermen the delegates were presided 
over by Taul Lcmond, President of (he U. of M. Council.

After careful explanation of the editorials and the policy 
of the 31cGi11 Daily it was decided that the intention of the 
Daily had not been such as to unduly critirisc the actions 
of the Students' Society of the University of Montreal and 
it was pointed out that the intention of the O.iily had been 
to criticize the policy of limilins the freedom of speech in 
the Province of Quebec and particularly in the City of Mont- 
real, and at no time to direct an attack a^rainst the Univers- 
ity of Montreal. It was; also decided that the Daily's position 
had been clearly presented in recent editorials and especially 
in an editorial note appended lo a letter written by the Presi- 
dent of the Uni\crsity of .Montreal Students' .Society and 
published in the Daily on Friday lu>t. 

PRO.MOTE GOOD FEELING 

Jt was decided that the Editor of the Daily would write 
a page one editorial for "Lc Quartier Latin." official paper 
of the students of the University of Montreal. ThU editorial 
will appear next Friday morning and at the same time the 
Editor of "Le Quartier Latin" will write an editorial for the 
Daily, both editorials expressing the benefit of mutual un- 
derstanding and good feeling between the Universities. 

In order to promote better understanding between the 
student bodies of the t«o institutions it was decided that 
the ancient custom of "burying the beret ' would be resumed 
nnd accordingly this ceremony will be carried out on the Mc- 
<îill Campus before the fir it -McGill-U. of ."^J, hockey game on 
Friday. December }h\h. After the ceremony there will be a 
.joint parade to the Forum to witness the resumption of 
friendly rivalry between the two universities. After the 
Itockey game it is proposed to have a dance in the Union for 
the students and members of the two teams. 

Last night's meeting at the University of Montreal was 
the result of a recent informal conference between the rep- 
resentatives of ihc U. of M. and the .McGill Daily and others 
interested. It was felt by the conference last night that the 
relations between students bodies of the two universities 
Mere now at the beginning of a new and healthier era.

Cert- 
ainly, tho iallor wmi not going over so well. 

And now. Just a woni nboiil the constllulion and 
it8 guurdlHii, tho supremo court. To tho AiniTlcan. 
there Is .tomolhluK sacrod about them boUi. M'llli all 
the imitliian titiinoll about tho governniunt — tho 
congrosN and tho president— hero are two thlnga 
every American can respect. Ho admires botli; he 
respects both. So,.whon tho'l'realdent mado veiled 
attacks upon tho conslltutlon and tho court, hlu 
popularity waned. For, in 11 prcsu conference after 
the famouR NRA or ".ilck chicken" case, Mr. Uoose- 
'\-olt .said that tho Juallces had lukeli us buck to 
the "horse nnd buggy" days. And later lu tho year, 
ho presumably attacked tho Immortal document it- 
self. For in a letter to noprcscnlatlvo Samuel U. 
Hill, a member ofthe House 'NVays and :Mcans com- 
mittee, hc wroto In reuurd to dueatloiis arl.sliiif about 
tho GuCfey Coal Uill; "i hope your coinmitlce will 
not permit doubts as to the constitutionality, how- 
ever roasoiiKblo to block the suesccteJ leslslatlon." 

The llcpiib'.icuns made the moat of tlil.-) and the 
adverse decUIoiis. And when we read the platform 
of the party, it uliould not be suprlslng that there 
should be a sU-onglj- worded preamble decrying 
asalnst tlio Xc-.v Ue^il'.s curtailment ot civil liberties. 
For tliero arc .-.mcli phrases as: 

"America ie in peril.... 'rho pov.crj oï Congi-ess 
have been usurped by tho Cresldent. .. .Tiie integrity 
and authority of tho tmiir'emo court have been flout- 
ed (tho v.-ord Hhould not bo 'nouted' but 'flaunt- 
ed'. It \\ouIJ soeuj that the Republicans wcro so 
worked up over this, that grammar became some- 
thing insignificant).... Tho rights and liberties of 
American citlïens liave been vloInted....It has de- 
stroyed tho morale of our people nnd made them de- 
pendent upon government". And It goes on, and then 
lo duly linprosa these dangers on tho minds of the 
American people. It repeats all tills, in a briefer 
form to bo sure, at the end aijaln. 

'rhis prcumblo sounded llko a new version of 
tho Declamtlon of Independence. And that was what 
it was meant to Bound like. A\Tiether .this i.tsuo will 
bo any bettor than that of 1034, we will see ne.xt 
Tuesday. 

I will discuss the fuller eigiiltlcancoa of all this 
later, but 1 want, now, to consider tho minor differ- 
ences of the platforms plank by plank. These dif- 
ferences, I might add, ara not based on any real 
fundamental difference^ but are rather bosed on ad- 
ministrative defects and potllica, rather than the ciul 
in sight. 

The Ilepubllcan argument on relief sounds mure 
like a wall.,.. a wall becauso the Ueinoorats are 
'spending tho money and not the Qrand Old l>arty. 
Kecently, in a nowspnpor, l saw a cartoon which 
do|)lcted tho V.'h, Iroasury building. Ou II, thore 
was II huge camiialgn Higii, rcadlngi "Under new 
maiiogeiiiuni, Domocratlu National C'oninilttoo— for- 
merly tho United States Treasury," But with all llils, 
iheio ore some ugly dlsiilays of graft In the handling 
of relief, i will rood two lot tors, one read by Senator 
Jlusli Jfolt, Domocrat of West Virginia, liefoio tho 
Uiiilod Htutes Henato. it «eysi "I hand you here- 
willi a list of doctors In Ohio county. Kindly separ- 
ato the Democrnts and Iho Repulillcans and list them 
III order of prinrlly so we may notify our safety foro- 
niiiii and coinpcntiuilon men as to who is eligible to 
purlinlpato In (.uici of injury." And here is another 
roprodiined from a pliolohlullo copy of a letter sign- 
ed by a IJemocratIo leader of tho 11th ward In Phlla- 
dolephia on March 14, 1080, ten days before the 
Pennsylvania primary regiatrallons, as printed In (h» 
Wjllailelphia Inquirer of March '28, 10.% It says, 
"Doer Coinmlllceman; OonUiot all hnutes In your 
division and get llio nnines of all men on relief, aUo 
of I hose holding WI'A jobs.

In tliu field of monopolies an.i trust» 
and coi-poiatlons, both parlies are 
fluick to condemn. if anything the 
Ilepubllcan sacnig mord ready to attack 
them for they wiy. "A i.r.va-c mono- 
poly Ik Indcfcna'.blc. It ini-iiruc!i and. If 
continued, will iilterly destroy f;on- 
atitiitlonol govciiiment and tlio Ubsrty 
of tho citizen, AVe favor the vigorous 
enforcement of tlio crim'nal lav,-s, as 
well as the civil laws, .aifalnst mono- 
policK and l:ustfi and tiioir offlc'als — 
free cntorprli'n shall bo fully restored 
and maintained." 

In the regulation of bu.s;nfcss, that 
Bomo platform soys, "We fuvor federal 
regulation, within tho constitution,— 
UiIh Is an important proviso — of tho 
marketing ot securitlca ... of inter- 
state activities ot public utii'.tlcs.'' 

Tiio remaining planks ot either 
iMirty's platform are go similar that 
there Is little Issue between them. Even 
the budget has been ducked a.-; much 
as possible. As I have Indicated, both 
parties avuiU a uurtallment — or say 
they do— of govenimental expenditures, 
and both iccogulM the dangers of 
shooting Saa'.a Clau;; around election 
time. 

I*t Ud iirosittjf -..1 -.lie -,ar:ff ques- 
tion. Frankly, the u-.tltuOo ot' ths Rep- 
ublicans remind one c: i;ouruo;i3 
who never learn nor I'ori-o;. The ;>rcs- 
ent Secretary of State. Cordiir 
Hull, is perhaps one of tlu most -jo- 
nuinely respected men in t'.i^ C.iltcd ■ 
States. Even the high taKf i" r.ùvocutos 
recognize his ability, and foix'teo the 
time w-hen hé will be president. 

And on the plank of the Republican 
party, there is little real sympathy. 
Tho plank Is high tariff, low tariff, and 
everything else. 'We must assume, 
from tho past, that high tariff Is Im- 
plied, for after, Hll, it is the same party 
that sponsore<l tho now-famous Smoot- 
Httwloy tariff net. Even conser\-utlve 
business men have condemned this. If 
the oimpalfiit were upon this Issue 
alono, tho Democrats would win with 
their hands down. 

Now- wo come to what I think is the 
most important Lhsuo of alt. for I be- 
lieve that the entire program of both 
parties hinge on it. And this is; states 
rights and tlio coiuitltutlon. 

I have not the tiiuo to discuss the 
history of this one of the most vital 
and ftindamental of American history. 
Suffice It to say that tho Civil War 
was fought on it; and the two parties 
woro founded out of the controversy — 
the Deiiuicrats favoring state.s' rlght.s 
and tho llopublicans standing for a 
strong federal government. 

Now, states' rights and a strict 
coiistruotion of the constitution have 
alyvaya been popular in the United 
Stales, A great majority of people, 
particuUily In tho south and east, are 
as firmly attached to tho stato aa to 
the nation. Mr, Roosevelt's disavowal 
ot this policy liaa probably hurt htm. 
Somehow, an .American loves his own

All 
tho planks, labor, agriculuture, relief, 
banking', control of btialneaa, everj-- 
tliinç ha.i that .«ame provL^o, "-vlthin 
tho con.'tltutlon". And -ivhat docs It 
mean. .Since the famous NRA ciwe, the 
court lias been Increasingly hard on 
further enlargement of the federal pow- 
er. And last June, In the cast per*- 
.alning to the New York minimum waço 
law, tli.-i court s,iiil that .itat? lawH res- 
ulating iiours and wages is unconstitu- 
tional. Together with the -former ca.«e, 
Mr. Roosevelt may have been right trhcn 
he said tlmt the court had created "a 
no ma.".': land". Tiie Republican." — i 
d:';.::-in3' from f.ie Democrats — ajree j 
tliat the states should have Cxia power 
denied them by the court, an.l tUey 
prom'.se a constitutional amendment to 
this effect. But they would prohibit the 
Federal government from any authori- 
ty whatsoever. Tho Democrats would 
give concurrent powers to botli. 

In other words, the Republicans I 
see that giving the states the exclusive j 
power, nothing -would be done for la- j 
bor. agriculture and so on. But is labor, i 
for example, any better off un.J<r the i 
Democrat!. For ^5 mal:'? the Feder-il ' 
government operative in this field. It : 
i certainly -will be necessary for a con- | 
stitutional amendment. And unless Mr. ! 
Rcoseveit wins, an.i moreover w-lns in \ 
30 states, no ameadment can be mii- j 
fled. And the court will be harder on 
tho natiodal than the state government. 
In fact, some think that the Justices 
will reverse themselves oh the New 
York law. So, it would seem that !.'ibor 
whoever is elected is jett'njr the dirty 
end of the stick. 

So you can write your platforms giv- 
ing a'd to labor, agriculture, or reg- 
ulation to business, but unless the 
courts have a change cf heart, such 
Iv'sislation is dependent on an amend- 
ment, either giving tlie states tho pow- 
er, or the national government. 

The ^ only practical threat of the De- 
mocrats Is In the death or reslguatlon 
of a conservative ju.stico of ihe supremo 
court. For if theix^ should be a vacancy 
while Kuosovelt was 111 powe;-. the coun. 
would become liberul, aud many New 
Deal s'jitutes would bo put on the 
statutes with impmiity. That Is one 
ix-ason It Is necessary for tho Repub-
